PREFACE. 

I T certainly behove3 every one, who has

dc&nne is alfo equally pernicious in the 
countries where Chiiftunry has been cf- 
tablilhed, by its tendency to multiply the 
number of Drifts ; who, finding luck grot* 
abfurdities adopted into the ChriftianC reed, 
rejed the whole without further c-vafriina- 
tion. This we muft be convinced ot if wc 
reflect, that whenever wc find one er tfco 
grofs improb bdiftes inferted in a relation 
of fads, ctherwife ever (b probable, we are 
naturally led to withhold our belief from 
the whole. 

It has long been a matter of grief and 
. admiration to all ferious and thoughtful 
Chriftians, that the Gofpel of Jcfus C : 
has made io little progrefs in the world.— 
Surely its divine pieccpts arc calculated 
not only to promote the beft intereft both 
of individuals fr of focieties here, but alfo to 
give mankind the fullfctt affarance of zfi- 
*i State, and rh< j frii-cft pmfpe&s yd <b- 
.*■ ^ itr.niorf<u huppinc.i ; tor* tnis 
reafon it becomes the indifpenlable duty of 
every friend of mankind, zealoufly to en¬ 
deavor to remove every obftacle, which has 
the leaft tendency to prevent the promul¬ 
gation of it. 

Thtfc confiderations have occafioncd the 
publication of the Extrafts contained in the 
hallowing pages. It is hoped, that they 
will be received by the public with candor, 
and be read with all the attention and im¬ 
partiality which their importance demands.

44 Neither have his works of creation, or 
his miracles, while on earth, convinced 
them that he is the Supreme God ; a* it 
would be the higheft preemption to fay, 
that the Almighty could not inveft a crea¬ 
ture with power to do all this and much 
more. 

44 Nor has the manner of his performing 
thefe works determined him, in their opin¬ 
ion, to be the Supreme God ; for being in¬ 
verted with power over all created nature, 
he might, without prcfumpuon,fpeak in his 
own name, and fay, “ Let there be light:

EUROPEAN ACCOUNTS. 
OF FRANCE, u- 


T HE National Affembly of France, 
which is but a Convention met for 
the express purpofe of altering the old Con¬ 
ftitution, began its memorable feffion the 
2 7 lh of April -1 ySqyears after JefosChrift 

_after Pharamond, founder of 

the French Monarchy—892 after Hugh 
Capet, head of the reigning family, and 
in the 16th year of the reign of Lewis the 
XV 1 th, proclaimed the reftorer of the 
freedom of France. The nation—consid¬ 
ering that a long fucceffion of ages that 
manners and opinions, altogether . new, 
have entirely altered and changed its inter¬ 
eft- its political, civil and military con¬ 
ftitution—has undertaken to form and el- 
tablilh a new one, on the principles of perfed 


In the park of the Efcurial, in Spain, 
during the late appointment of Grandees, 
there were twenty fountains in full play— 
among them a moft grand ftd'tau* afford¬ 
ing an illuftration of the do&rine of hy¬ 
draulics ; and there was another, playing 
by the elafticity of air. A marine fountain 
had a beautiful effea ; it was formed to 
Sea Divinities, naiads, tritons, dolphins. 
See. &c. 

The Efcurial ufed to be called one of the 
wonders of the world. It has eleven thon- 
fand windows, fourteen thoufand doors, 
eighteen hundred pillars, twenty two courts, 
and feventcen piazzas. It has three libra¬ 
ries, confiding of eighteen thoufand vo¬ 
lumes, and three thoufand Arabian manu- 
feripts. Here the King and Queen have 
apartments, and the red of this iuperb pa¬ 
lace is inhabited by Monk's.— The plan 
of the building is in the form of a grid- 


iron 
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Lolrenzo, a famous Spanifh Saint, was 
broiled on a gridiron ! Philip II. built the 
Efcurial in memory of this Saint, and the 
battle of St. Quintin. At the late Royal 
promotion by the King, Lorenzo was in¬ 
voked by the Monks to fhovver down blcff- 
ings on the new Grandees. 

The Spanish gentry are very numerous, 
and their families ancient; the caufe of this 
is, all landed eftates are entailed, and can¬ 
not be alienated but in failure of iftue, and 
then not without great expencc, which oc- 
cafions land to be fo very dear there ; it is 
worth forty years purchafe. At the late 
Royal promotion, epch new made Grandee 
was obliged to produce proof of his being 
clear, by four generations, of the blood of 
a J ew ! 

The Defence of the Genius of Women, 
an academic difeourfe by Donna Giufeppa 
Amar and Bordon, in anfwer to DGafparo 
Jovellanos and Don Francefco Cabarrus, 
Counsellors of his Catholic Majefty, and 
Members of the Royal Academy at Ma¬ 
drid (into which fociety they endeavored 
to prevent the ad million of women) is a fa¬ 
tal blow to the afFedled and arrogant pre¬ 
eminence of the male fex. 

This enlightened female, after demon- 
ffrating the equal powers of her fex, in li¬ 
terature, policy, and all the fine arts—at¬ 
tacks the objections of the King** Council 
with the moft pointed wit and ridicule, in- 
fomuch that they have requeued a cefta- 
tion, and not only confented to the admif- 
fion of women, but invited them. 

OF SWEDEN. 

It is from the indigence of Princes that 
all their conceffions to their fubjetts, from 
Magna Charta to the French revolution, 
have arifen. Sweden is about to add an 
example to the number. The King is dri¬ 
ven, by his ncceffitics and by his ill fucccfs, 
to throw himfelf on his people, and an Af- 
fembly of the States is fummoned : he mult 
purchafe liberal fupplies, by receding from 
his ufurpations; and a gallant and generous 
nation, diftinguiftied for fimplicity of man¬ 
ners, who merit freedom becaufe they are 
unprepared by luxury for fervitude, will re- 
afiert their rights and regain their confti- 
tution. 

THE FLAME OF LIBERTY 

Has at length reached even Rome, where 
the populace, headed by the mod ancient 
families, have already demanded a muni¬ 
cipal and free government. His Holincfs 
the Pope was at Fiefcati when our advices 
left Italy—but his return was fixed for 
Chriftmas eve, when a categorical anfwer 
to the popular requifitions are looked for. 

DOCTOR CULLEN, 

■TT—infirmity, refigned the ntedica^pro- 
Tefibrfhip at Edinburg, which he has filled 
for 34 years, with infinite credit and abil¬ 
ity. On this occafion, the Provoft has 
moved, that the Magiftrates and Council 
requeft his acceptance of a piece of plate, 
on which may be engraved fuch an inferip- 
tion as may be thought moft expreffive of 
the high fenfe of the merit of the Profeftor, 
and their efteem and regard for th« man.

The King of Pruffia’s army now con- 
fifts of 300,000 men ; all fit for actual fer- 
vice, and under the completed difeipline. 

“ The Emperor of Germany's death 
was daily expedlcd when the lad accounts 
left Vienna. 

t( Th e Sultan, it is faid, is taking e- 
very polfible precaution to prevent being 
driven out of Europe by the Ruffians. He 
has coined all bis plate, and obliged his of¬ 
ficers to follow his example. By this 
means 33,000,000 of dollars were inftant- 
ly raifed. Ail the males in his dominions 
from 15 to 60 are ordered to be in cogftant 
readinefs, to march for the defence of their 
country and (what they call) the only true 
religion. 

“ A treaty offenfive and defensive is now 
on foot between Poland and Rufiia. The 
Polifh army at this time amounts to 6o,oco. 

“ Bohemia and Hungary are faid to be 
in a date of a&ual revolt and rebellion, 
and all equally alienated from the Empe¬ 
ror. Religion is not, as formerly, the 
caufe of thefe convulfions; an enlargement 
of privilege, and a greater fhare of politi¬ 
cal liberty is what the people feem deter¬ 
mined, at all events, to have extended to 
them.” 

LONDON. 

On Thurfdaylad was efFc&ed the grea- 
ted object of internal Navigation in this 
kingdom. The Severn was united to the 
Thames by an intermediate Canal, afeend- 
ing by Stroud, through the vale of Clial- 
ford, to the height of 343 feet, by 40 
locks : there entering a funnel through 


the hill of Sapcrtw!, fouhe length of two 1 
miles and three furlongs, and defcenciiug 
by 22 locks, it joined the Thames near 
Lechlade.

of fix per cent, per ann. from the time i 
was received into the Treafury of the re 
fpeftivc States.-— -Laid on the table. 

It was then moved, that the houfe inoul 
take up the report of the committee of th 
whole on the memorials of the people called 
Quakers. This motion was oppofed bj 
Mellrs. Jackfon, Smith, Burke and Blands 
they fcverally obferved that the difeuffici 
of the fubjeft has already excited a fpirit a 
difiention among t he members of the hoj 

—and that cve.-ry 

concern for the dignity of the houfe, and 
the peace and tranquility of the U. States, 
concur to (hew the propriety of dropping 
the (ubjeft, and letting it deep where it is. 

On the other hand, MefTrs. Vining, Hart¬ 
ley and Page obferved, that there w as the 
fame propriety in taking up the fubjeft at 
the prefent moment, and bringing it to a 
conclufion, as there was for firlt taking it 
up—that it had been fo fully difeufied, that 
it cannot be fuppofed gentlemen will go o- 
ver the fame ground again ; it may foon be 
determined ; to pafs it over will be unpre¬ 
cedented, and will leave the public mind itv 
the fame (late of uncertainty from which fo 
much danger is apprehended. 

The motion for taking up the report was 
warmly contefted, in a lengthy debate, and 
finally pafted in the affirmative, by a majo¬ 
rity of one. This was followed by a mo¬ 
tion for entering the report of the feleft 
committee, and the report of the committee 
of the whole, on the journals of the houfe. 

This motion called up the fpeakers from all 
parts of the houfe, and was at laft deter¬ 
mined by Ayes and Noes.-Ayes, 29— 

Noes, 25. 

[For the report of the feleft committee, 
fee No. 12, March 23.] 

The fubftance of the firft, third, fifth and 
fixth propofitions of this report were agreed 
to by the committee of the whole. 

WEDNESDAY, MARCH 24. 

The amendment propofed by the Senate 
to the bill providing for the remiffioH of 
fines, forfeituresand penalties, in certain ca¬ 
fes, was read and taken into confideration. 

This amendment provides, that judg¬ 
ment on forfeitures incurred in particular 
cafes above a certain fum , (hould be. ulti¬ 
mately referred to the Secretary of the 
Treafury, the Secretary of State, and the 
Attorney-General, of the United States : 

With a provifo granting full relief in cafes 
of feiz.ure in future not juftiy founded. 

Mr. Goodhue objeded to the propolition, 
and obferved, that fo far from affording any 
relief, as contemplated in the bill, we fhould 
be juft as well of without any bill at all.— 

He inftanced the cafe of a perfon who luould 
happen to incur, unintentially, a penalty in 
the State of Georgia ; he muft fend to the 
feat of government to obtain a decilion on 
his cafe—meantime from the pcriftiable na¬ 
ture ot his cargo as may happen, his pro¬ 
perty at all events is facrificed. He hoped 
the amendment would not be acceded to. 


confideration, 

Mr. Livermore objeded to the bill, as an 
Hnconftitutional interference on the pan of 
Congrefs with the powers of the refpedive 
States. The conftitution, faid he, has cx- 
prefsly referred to the feveral States the 
power of making their own mfpe&on laws, 
and the power of executing them is insep¬ 
arably coancded : thofe laws will doubtlefs 
be executed w ithout an interference on our 
part. 

Mr. Smith (S. C.) obferved, thattheob- 
jeft of the bill is to make it the duty' of the 
colledors to attend to the execution of the 
State Infpedion laws, it having formerly 
Dct2mic Utu/ of die Ovate collectors’: fincc 
the appointments were made by the United 
States, the officers did not conceive them- 
felves bound to pay particular attention to 
thofe law s. 

Several other gentlemen fpoke on the 
fubjeft, and the great importance of fuch 
laws, and their punftual execution, were en¬ 
larged on. 

The Committee finally agreed to fome 
amendments, which were adopted by the 
Houfe ; and the bill was ordered to be 
engroffed for a third reading on Monday 
next. 

In committee of the whole on the bill 
for accepting the ceffion made by the State 
of N.Carolina of certain lands therein def- 
cribed. 

In the preamble to the bill, the w’ords 
“ The Honorable,” were prefixed to the 
names of the Senators from N. Carolina. 

Mr. Page moved that thofe words (hould 
be ftruck out. He obferved that however 
honorable the gentlemen might be, and he 
was ready to acknow ledge they were truly 
fo 1 yet, agreeable to the ufage of the 
houfe, he conceived there was an impropri¬ 
ety in giving any titles. He hoped never 
to fee the time when a legi flative fanclion 
(hould be given to fuch diftin&ions. If a 
permanent ariftocracy was ever eftablilhed 
among us, it would be thro this medium : 
fuch titles have been produdive of infinite 
mifehief in other countries : they are anti¬ 
republican, and as fuch cannot be conferred 
with any propriety by this houfe. 

Mr. Sedgwick obferved, thatif the Hon. 
gentleman was ready to acknowledge the 
Senators from the State of N.Carolina were 
truly honorable charaders, he could fee no 
mifehief or impropriety in faying fo; it 
comports with the ufage of the feveral 
States : but, he ccmfidered it as a matter of 
trifling confequence, and hoped the com¬ 
mittee would not fpend time in altercating 
the fubjed. 

Mr. Page made fome reply to Mr. S. 
and the vote being taken, it pafted in the 
affirmative by a great majority. Sc the words 
were ftruck out. 

A condition in the ad of ceffion, relative 
to the emancipation of (laves—that Con¬ 
grefs (hould not (as in the ad for the gov¬ 
ernment of the weftern territory) provide 
for their freedom—occafioned fome debate; 
an amendment was propofed and debated, 
but not adopted. 

The committee reported the bilj with the 


above amendment only, which was agreed 
to by the Houfe. 

Mr. GJlman, of the committee of enfo!- 
ment, informed the Houfe that the appro¬ 
priation and naturalization bills were pre¬ 
fented to the Prefident of the United States* 
for his approbation, the 2>thinft. 

The committee of the whole houfe, to 
whom was referred the report of rhe •com¬ 
mittee on the memorial of the people called 
Quakers, and of the Pennfylvania Sc New- 
york focieties for promoting the abolition of 
Slavery, agreed to the following—which 
was entered on the journals : 

That the migration or importation of 
fuch perfons as any of the States now exift- 
ing (hall think proper to admit, cannot be 
prohibited by Congrefs prior to the year 

That Congrefs have no authority to in- 
terfere in the emancipation of (laves or in 
the treatment of them within any of the 
States, it remaining with the feveral States 
alone to provide any regulations therein, 
which humanity and true policy may re¬ 
quire. 

j That Congrefs have authority to reftrala 
| the citizens of the U. States from carrying 
on the African trade for the purpofe of fup- 
| plying foreigners with (laves, and of pro¬ 
viding by proper regulations for their hu¬ 
mane treatment, during the paflageof (lave* 
imported by the citizens into the faid State* 
admitting fuch importation.

This bank is 
very narrow, but in length ftretches quite 
acrofs the Sound from north to fouth. It 
is at prefent called the Balk Heafi, an*’ 
has not more than five feet at full tide, al¬ 
though 2co years ago Sir Walter Raleigh 
failed confiderably higher up the Sound 
with a 20 gun (hip. It would feem that 
the land is conftandy encroaching upoa 
the fea in thefe parts, and there is little 
doubt but the whole Pamlico Sound will ia 
the courfe of time be one immenfe fwamp. 
Several perfons at Bath and Nixontowa 
have an idea of applying to the legiflacure 
for affiftance in cutting a channel through 
the Bulk Head abovementiooed, fufficient 
to admit veflelsof 8 and 9 feet draft. This 
might eafily be accompliihed ; and as Ro¬ 
anoke inlet, of itfelf, is tolerably fafe, ia 
that cafe veflels from tbe northward might 
find the way to Edenton without the tedi¬ 
ous, circuitous rout by Ocracock, which 

is at lead 90 leagues out of the way._It 

is fufpeded however that fuch a channel 
would foon be filled up for want of a fuffi¬ 
cient current to fcour it out, wbofe direc¬ 
tion ought to be due eaft inftead of fouth- 
eaft (as it is at prefent) to accomplifti the 
defired effeiSl.*’ 

At St. Domingo, the capital town of 
Spanifh Hifpaniola, is dill feen the wails of 
the houfe that Columbus eretted there in 
1493, which he fortified and left to the care 
of a fmall garrifon juft before- his fccond 
return to Old Spain. It is a large building 
exactly fquare, the walls 20 feet high, 
and near 5 feet thick ; and is at prefent 
the receptacle of filth, and furrounded 
with weeds and bufhes. The refle&ive 
traveller naturally beholds this pile witk 
veneration, as the firft building ere&ed ia 
the weftern world by European hands, and 
under the dire&ion of a man whofe fervi- 
ces and renown entitle it to be confidered 
as a remarkable monument of curiofity and 
(American) antiquity.

PRESENT STATE OF EUROPE. 

IN contemplating the Jftafimt f >f 

fairs' in the Eaftcrn Htmi/phert, a variety of 
contending ideas obtrude on the mind: The re - 
full wilt be a emparifin between the progrefs 
of light, wifdom, and freedom in the old 
world and the new. In Ruffia voe behold 
vaft armies marched from one end of that im - 
menje empire to the other, for the purpofe of 
adding to the extent of its territory, and the 
ecl 6 it of the Ruffian arms—when the country 
already in pofiejfion, is not one half populated 
—and the caprices of ambition hat a /Jia years 
fines thinned the land of millions of the people. 
Would an enlightened, free people, be thus 
fubfer vient to rise views of ambition ? 

It is more than a century fince Peter the 
Great begun the work of civilization ; and 
yet the rays of freedom can fiarcely be /aid to 
gleam on a country, where the whole body of 
the people are the property of the crowd. But 
the fplendors of viflory—the charms of tri¬ 
umph—and the eulogium on Princes , Generals, 
and Heroes, (the illufions offancy) are found 
to counterbalance all the pofitive miferies of 
war and defpotijm. The prayer of every be¬ 
nevolent mind mufl be, may light arife in fucb 
Egyptian darknefs. 

In Sweden we behold a Monarch, <whofe 
character, Jo far as it unfolds klfilf, imprefes 
the mind with favorable fintiments of his 
wifdom and magnanimity—-Jlill We are not 
furnijhed with fuch documents as enable us 
io form a competent judgment of the reafins 
which have induced the war with Rujfia. 

Opinions on this point are various—-fome 
applaud—others condemn . Some recent ac¬ 
counts indicate , however, that the war is not 
altogether popular ; Certain extraordinary 
privileges have been lately granted to the in¬ 
ferior orders of the people—and every meafure 
appears to be taken to keep up the Jpirit of hef- 
tility againfl the Ruffians. 

Sweden was once free—but new it ferns, 
the Monarch can dive(l one order of citizens 
of their ancient privileges, and be flow them on 
another, and ft ill retain his popularity. Can 
the flame of freedom be faid to illume fuch a 
country ? 

The commotions in the Auflrian Netherlands 
are a novel and folemn fpettacle. It is quite 
a new thing under the fun to behold the Jons of 
we €€ Cowl and the Cord” harneffing on the 
habiliments of war, and fighting under the' 
fiqndard of freedom. The Emperor laying fa- 
cnlegious hands (as they term it) on the en¬ 
dowments of Mart after ies and Nunneries, and 
abrogating certain exclufive privileges, which 
they had long P oft eft id, gave the frit alar?n to

PUBLIC GOOD.~As the public 
debts of this Country will foon be put into 
a train of payment, it is evidently of great 
importance that our own people Ihould 
continue to own the Securities, and not let 
them go into the Hands of Foreigners : If 
the intereft is annually paid to our Citizens, 
and the Principal, as it may be, gradually 
reduced, our Country will fcarcely feel 
any difadvantage from the Debt. But if 
Foreigners receive the Intereft, it will be a 
conftant drain of Money from this Coun¬ 
try to . Europe. Therefore every one 
fhould ^improve all the property he can 
fnare from neceflary purpofey, to purchafe 
the public Securites ; and nothing U more 
evident than that private Intereft will be 
moft promoted by their promoting the 
public.

BOSTON. 

A regular Woolen Manufaclory ij now 
dlablifhed at Watertown, under the 
direction of MefTrs Faulkner and Co. 
and though in its infancy, promifes great 
fucccfs, as they have already made up¬ 
wards of two thouiand yards of Cloth* 
which turns out much cheaper than Lng- 
lilh Cloths of the lame quality. 

The Fulling Mills, belonging to this 
Fa&ory, have, in the courfe of laft year, 
had nine tboufand five hundred yards of 
Cloth pafs through them, belonging to in¬ 
dividuals who had fpun and wove in their 
families. At Hawkei* Mills, at Reading, 
about ten miles caft from this town, jp- 
wards of eight thonfand yards of Woe ten 
Cloth are annually fulled and drefled fbr 
the inhabitants of that part of the couutry. 
Such is the fpirit of economy and induftry 
now prevailing, that we hope in a few 
yean to difpenfe with the importation ©f 
that article, as we have already done with 
thofe of Nails and Wool* Cards, of whi^h 
we not only make fuificiemt for our own 
ufe and coniumption, but annually export 
large quantities.
